Gabiielie is living iiigh in pl■i^oil, her 
uieala, wiiich urn sent in from a res- 
taurant in the Place St. Micliiiel, by or- 
der of M. (iaroiiger, who brought her 
back from Auit-ricii, coMting twenty 
franca a ilay. Tliia includes a bottle of 
chamiiagne ^or her dinner, the prison 
rules allowiii(< any kind of wine, and 
Madamoiwelle Bumpaid flndu tliat cham- 
pa^'iie t;il<es away lowspints. Eyraud's 
food consi-ts mostly of boiled beef and 
vexctutioii, with hiilf a pint of red wine 
with each metU. The trial of the couple 
haa beau tixad tUK tha flnt WMk 111 No- 
vember. 

The crime for which these jxsople are 
in jail availing trial ia the niuider of 
M. Goutfe. in Paris, la^t July a year 
ago. Gouffo waa a process s»Tver and 
bill collector who disapjHjared utterly 
one day, just after he had collected 
Bome i;i,30U, and no trikCf of him could 
be fouii'l, tnou^h his brother in-law waa 
BU8i)ected of haviiij/ made away with 
him. Some weeks l.it«r hia corpse waa 
found near Lyons, in the south of 
Fraiux', and in the vicinity were the re 
mains of a large trunk. 

Bit by bit the ingenius French police 
traced tiie trunk to its purcbaaera and 
proved that one Eyraud and Gabrielle 
Bomi>urd, traveling as hia niece, had 
been its owners, and that they had fled 
from France, no one knew where. 
Months afterward they gave up the 
search as hc ix'less, but some time ago 
Gabrielle amazed the Paris prefect of 
police by stepping in and announcing 
that she h.id icme all the way from Sau 
Francisco to reveal the mystery.

She is a 
beautitul and graceful woman of 22, the 
daufihter of a well-to-do merchant and 
quite well educated.

3.— John Chen- 
owith, a oarpenter, d thia oonutsj, met 
his death In a very peculiar manner. 

The scaffolding upon which he was 
standing tumbled down, throwing 
Cheiiowith to the earth. A small square 
he had iu his hand at the time of the fall 
itenetrated hia left hraait Joal above the 

heart. 

His right arm was broken and the 
bones badly shattered. The slivered 
bones were forced through the flesh, 
and one end of tha bone striking him 
near the shoulder, cut an artery in the 
upper part of hi* arm. from which 
hemorrhage he bled to dea'h in a short 
time. There waa another man on the 
scaffold with C hennwith at the time of 
the accident, but he fortunately e8cap<>d 
any serious injury beyond a lively 
shaking up. The dead man leaves a 
widow and five children.

Timt. a, Oct. 8.— A boIdMqiraaa 
robbery was committed On a Cladnaatl, 

Sandusky and Cleveland train, aonth of 

here, yesterday morning. An Adams 
express messenger was held up by 
masKt'd men armed with revidvera. The 
safe was ransacked. The loss is su;> 
posed to be several thousand dolkirs. 
The robbers escaped. 

The robbery mcurred on the Cincin- 
nati, Sandusky and Cleveland, between 
( ai e> and Urbana. Immediately after 
the I rain left Urbana two masked men, 
with cocked revolvers, entered the ex- 
pi CSS car and compelled the Adams ex- 
pr' .is mtsseiiger, A. L. Scudder, to 
tluow up hia hands. They then tied 
liiin securely and robbed th.' safe of 
packages containing sevf ial thousand 
aoliais and other vaiualili s 

While they were at work a brakeman 
attempted to enter the car and was stiot 
Ht Ijy one of tlie robbers. He gave the 
:iL:riu1ind the tr iia was slowed up to 
give an opportunity t > capture the rob- 
bers; but they jumped from th • train 
just as it was entering West Liberty 
and disap]ifared in tlie darkness, it 
then being just about 8:20 o'clock. 
Messenger Scudder Uvea fa Coriagton, 
Kentuclcy. 

Messenger Scudder was bound in hia 
chair with a wash line the robl era 
brought with them. One of them, 
whom the oilier called ",J.ack," tried to 
kill Scudder before leaving the car; 
placing the revolver at his head he 
palled the trigger, but the cartriilge 
failed to e.xplide. The other robber 
then prevented him trom trying again. 

When the train pulled out of Weat 
Liberty the two acoumirels again got 
aboard, holding the entire crew at bay. 
Scudder, who had been released, opened 
fire on them with a pistol from his car 
door, but waa compelled to retreat. 
The robbers Kept on board until Belle- 
fontaine waa reached, when thev again 
jumped off and diaappeared. The offi- 
cers at BdMMitaiM are aeerohing for 
them. 

Scudder is about ."SO years old, lives in 
Cincinnati and has been on this run 
since the Adams company took charge 
of the express business on it, about 
three years ago. He was previously in 
the same company's employ on the 
Ohio river lines. He had just received 
his month's salary and that waa among 
the booty. 

The trainmen were so badly fi ight- 
ened that Conductor Bosworth notified 
no one until sev><nty-five miles from the 
scene of the robbery. The men were 
each about five feet ten inches in heisrht, 
and weighing about 180 p >unds. Each 
wore a plain black overcoat, and one 
had a cap jod tteother a bat.

Secrt^tary Dutterwurih Tulkl Ahitut

Chicaoo, Oct. 8.— In view of the vaat 
number and variety of queationa pro- 
pounded to Mr. Butterworth, aeoretary 
of the world'a Odnmbian expodtion, 
concerning the«work done andlnjprog- 
reaa, and the opportunitiaa afforded and 
fad itiea to be provided he ia about to 
provide a circular letter which will im- 
part mtujh of thia informatioa aoUdted. 

Referring to the atatement by The 
Independence Bdge publiahed in Broa- 
aeb m rejmrd to tha aSeot of tha Mo- 
Kinley bill on ow oxpoaitian, Mr. Bat> 
terworth add: 

"That it will have aoma effect in the 
direction augffeated ia quite probable; 
but that it wul be in an approximate de- 
gree as far reaching as ia anggeated in 
that journal. I oanapt believe. Un- 
doubtedly it would be useless to make 
an exhibit for the purpose of sectiring 
purchasers of goods, if it will be impos- 
sible to sell ana deliver the goods after 
the purchasers are found. But there Ur 
a misapprehension as to the possible 
scope aud ranse of the McKinley bill — 
as to the rate of duties imiioaed as com- 
pared with the preaeat rate, and alao aa 
to the number of artiolea to whloh it ap- 
plies. 

"I have aent for a copy of the bill aa 
it passed and waa approved by the preai- 
dent, and will maiie up a statement 
ahowing ita rdation to the existing 
rates, and the range of articlea affected 
by the changea and alao thoee on which 
there is practically no duty, and which 
would afford a conspicuous and most 
attractive and interesting part of our 
exhiliition. It must be obvious to all 
that there may be a very wide and im- 
portuit range of exhibits that would 
not be touched by the tariff, but I shall, 
as soon aa I get hold of the law, make 
a full atatement in regard to the mat- 
ter." 

THE OYSTER CROP. 
A Brilliant Outlook for tha IText Two or 

Tlir^e Yearn. 

Washington, Oct. .S. - The fish com- 
mission ha« been informed that the 
United States steamer Fish Hawk, 
which has been working on the oyster 
beds of Long island sound, will com- 
plete her work the latter part of this 
month. The investigation shows that 
the set of spat this year is tke largest 
ever reccrded from that regicn, making 
a very brilliant outlook for the next two 
or three years. The oyster men are re- 
ported making large profits on the 
dredging and sale of the young oysters 
for planting purposes. 

As soon as the Fish Hawk finishes 
her work, it is intended to send her to 
the coast of South Carolina to study the 
waters there with reference to natural 
oyster beds and bottoms fitted for [dant- 
ing jmrposea. Similar investigations 
have Ijeeii made within the past few 
years on the coaat of North OaioUaa 
and Florida. 

The iiroposed aurvcy of the coast of 
South Caro iiia will be very thorough, 
and the protpects are that she wUl de- 
velop into a good oyster state.

Vanarsdall, of 
Danville, Ky., gave to MoOreary a check 
for tlSO on a Danville bank, in payment 
ofadebt. After a time Jack E. Collins, 
until recently the manager of a bucket 
shop, requeeted McOre<ry togive him the 
check, stating that be would send it 
through the Adams Express for collec- 
tion. The express agent at Danville wrote 
in reply, eaying that the check waa not 
heoored at the bank, owing to a lack of 
funda in the name of the giver. Collins 
informed McCreary of tbe reanlt of bi«i 
effort^ and gave him aa order on tbe 
Adams Express Compuny fi r the check. 
The order was written out by a telegraph 
operator named Hill, attaohed toOolliue' 
office, and signed by Collins himself. 

"McCreary nresented the order, but 
waa informed that the check had not yet 
been returned from Danville. He then 
left the city on a business trip, but re- 
turned in a few days and again called at 
the offloe ol the espraaa company, but 
waa toldlhat an order aimilar to hie own 

had been presented for it during bis ab- 
seooe, and that the check was gone. 
MeOraary had now ioet the cheek, and 

had little hope of obtaining the $120 due 
him. 8oon aft^ir, Collins, the bucket- 
shop man, left the city onder • doad, tak* 
iug, it 14 said, fl 500 with him. 

"On September 15 McCrearyreceived a 
letter from VV. Austin Goodiuaii stating 
that Broker Collins bad borro wed $100 
from him for McCreary, leaving the lat- 
ter's check, given by Vanarsdall, as se- 
curity. This check Mr. Goodman found 
worthless, and he informed MoOreary 
that be intended to bring suit against him 
for the money. Oollioa' effects, including 
tha eheek, had all been tamed over to 

Goodman before t'le broker fled from the 
olty* The letter was a great surprise to 
MeOreery, who waa than asked to pay 

$100 for a worthless cheek that be had 
received as the only equivalentfor money 
loaned.

In this 
connection an ititeiesting point has bt-en 
raised at the treasury department which 
frill probably be brought bafor* the 
■MreUry for decision. 
" The point in uneetioli ■rln from the 
delinqaency or the mail aervice to 
deliver the taiiff law to the collector at 
ten Francisco and other points where 
It ia an impoasibilitv for mail sent out 
yeiterd«7 to be delivered on the 6th 
instant. As the old hiw goes oat of 
operation on that date, the qneetipn has 
arisen whether goods arriving at San 
Frandsco and other points before the 
new law has been received by the col- 
lector, are dutiable under the old, or 
projperly come nnder a law which the 
oolMctor of customs has never read and 
officially knows nothing of. 

A prominent treasury official, speak- 
ing of the matter yesterday, expreased 
the opinion that the goods n^ht be 
assessed under the old law and relin- 
quished under the new law when it is 
reoaivad. He said, taowavar, that it waa 
not obligatory upon tha collector to 
bava a certified copy of tha law b^ore 
him, and that in the event of nncer- 
taintyaa to the assessment of certain 
foods, ha «oal4 telegraph tha traaanry 
dapartmant for their proper elaasifiea 
tion, 

Quick Work on the T»viff Hill. 

WA*Hr OTox, Oc t. 3.— The govern- 
ment pfititiiig oi'iire made the quickest 
time on record in gettiug out the oiB- 
cial print of the tariff law. Most of it 
was in tyjie VS ednesday. but the proofs 
had to be compared with the original 
bill at the 8tHte department Wednes- 
(Uy 'Bight. As there were sixty-five 
pagea'in proof this was by no means a 
aimple work. I^nt under the super- 
vision of Mr. Bryan, of the printing 
office, it was completed not long after 
midnight, and before morning the 
pressea had turned out enough copies of 
the bill ° to supply the collectors of cus- 
toms throughout the county. They 
Were mailed Thursday by the treasury 
qiepartment and it ia expected that all 
of them will have reached their desti- 
nations by the time the law goes into 
effect next Monday,
